Adobe Houses Can Be Built Here, 


Under Restrictions, Council Finds 


Adobe houses that meet the de- 
signed stresses and the plans for 
it are drawn by a licensed archi- 
tect or engineer meet the require- 
ments of the city’s building code. 
That was’ the conclusion reach- 
ed last night by the city council 
following the presentation of the 
problem by Robert Reed, former- 
ly of the Upland police depart- 
ment and now a _ representative 
of an adobe company. 
Richard Derby, city building 
inspector, told the council that 
as long as the plans were drawn 
by an architect or ar engineer 
and met the designed stresses he 
could issue a permit for building 
the house. 
Reed told the council that the

law of the superintendeai of public instruction in any Califor- 
nia county. His position is a highly responsible one—yet he 
is the only educational worker in California not required to 
have any educational qualification or required to possess a 


credential to teach in or administer schools. 
It is to remedy this situation that proposition No. 8 will be 


on the November ballot. 


It would empower the state .legis- 


lature to prescribe the qualifications of county schoo] super- 
intendents, to fix their salaries and to classify the various 


counties on an educational basis, for these purposes. 

There appears no sound objection to this safeguard for 
competence in all of these 58 administrative offices. Many of 
them are, of course, in good hands toduy: and the establish- 
ment of state-wide standards would add to the dignity of the 
service of these men. Proposition 8 appears to be a sound 


step toward a better school system.

Charging that. "displaced min- 
orities in Germany are now living 
under conditions worse than the 
slave labor imposed on them by 
the Nazis, Lamount Smith, assis- 
tant warden of the Chino Insti- 
tute for Men, told the Upland 
Rotary club Wednesday that the 
occupation of Germany is not a 
“very pretty picture.” 

“What we are getting out of 
the occupation is what we are 
putting into it,” Smith declared. 
“And we haven't the same caliber 
cf men in the state department 
or the army we as do running 
our industries.” 


Year Of Peace 

Formerly a UNRRA director in 
Germany, Smith spoke on “A 
Year of Germany’s Peace,” touch- 
ing on the disposition of minor- 
ity groups and the economic di- 
vision of occupation in Germany. 

Declaring that the more ex- 
perienced men had been discharg- 
ed from the army, Smith said 
that U. S. occupation forces to- 
day are continuing the moral de- 
terioration of displaced minorities 
which was started bythe Ger- 
mans. He told of crowded living 
conditions under which women 
and children, ‘married and single 
men, all live under one roof and 
in one large room. 

“All the activities of every day 
living must go on continuously in 
the presence of others,’ Smith 
said. 

Food Bad 

Contrary to popuar belief, the 
former UNRRA official said, the 
UNRRA does not feed the minor- 
ity groups in Germany. It is in 
fact the responsibility of the 
army to provide the food and 
more often than not the people 
receive only powdered milk and 
eggs. They have no use of a

Although stating that he was 
rot proposing any solutions to the 
“snafu” in the German occupa- | 
tion, Smith suggested that a clos- | 
er unity between the British, Rus- 
sian and American zones would | 
bring about a quicker solution to 
the. whole problem. Since the 
‘Russians control the agriculture 
zone, the British, the ports, and 
the Americans the woods and the 
“scenery,” a combination of the 
three working in harmony would 
bring better results, he said. 

“Threats of force and fear are 
not the answer,” Smith declared.
